Freighter Rams

Nineteen Persons Reported 
Injured In Accident 
This Morning 


CRASH OCCURS IN 
IMPENETRABLE FOG

CAMDEN, N. J., Feb. 8—Nine- 
torn persons were reported in­ 
jured today when the British 
freighter 
London 
Corporation 
rammed the Reading railroad's 
ferry boat Cape May during a 
dense fog in the Delaware river. 
The injured were believed to have 
been passengers on the terry, mak- j 
ing its way across the river when f 
the 2936-ton freighter, inbound from 
London to the port of Philadelphia, 
rammed it amidships. 
Ships Collide 
The injured were taken off the 
badly damaged ferry boat by tug­ 
boats and were rushed to hospitals.! 
Near-panic broke out among the I 
passengers on the ferry as the big j 
freighter lurched into the smaller 
ship. 
Passengers in the mid-section of I 
the Reading railroad's boat fled in 
confusion toward the bow and ste rnj 
of the vessel. Some of the passeng- | 
ers 
were believed injured in the 
crush of fleeing persons. 
Others 
were reported to have thrown them ­ 
selves into the icy river waters, fear­ 
ing the ferry boat was sinking. 
Injured Rushed Ashore 
Their whistles screaming, tugboats 
steamed to the scene of the colli­ 
sion and took the injured off to 
rush them ashore to Philadelphia. 
The Wilson river liner City of Wil^ 
mington went to the aid of the 
stricken ferry, taking the uninjured 
and some injured passengers off.

The c h a r ts were made in a letter 
from Fred J. Roth, Beaver County 
investigator of the poor, to the state 
relief board. R oth asserted residents 
from Ohio and W est Virginia m i­ 
grated into Beaver and other bor­ 
der counties to obtain relief and 
that a topheavy salaried adm inis­ 
trative force has been built up to 
distribute relief. 
Stirred Legislative Circles 
R o th s letter 
stirred 
legislative 
circles where action 
against 
the 
present system is pending in both 
the Republican 
senate 
and 
the 
Democratic house. Increased support 
was seen for the 
batchelor 
relief 
board “ripper" bill up for final pas­ 
sage in the senate Monday night. 
This m easure, originally under­ 
stood to be slated for oblivion, con­ 
tem plates discarding the relief board 
and its 12.000 employes. The depart­ 
m ent of welfare would be authorized 
to dole out relief funds o local gov­ 
ernm ents which would be empower­ 
ed to handle relief locally.

In his letter, Roth told of finding

This makes 
our state a paradise for the unem ­

forces, Roth said prior to creation 
of the state relief board, volunteer 
workers distributed aid in Beaver 
county and elsewhere at little or no 
cost. 
"The Beaver county board func­ 
tioned honestly and faithfully until 
November 1934, 
when 
increased 
dictating from Harrisburg could be 
endured no longer,” he .ontinued. 
“The board had a lot of responsibil­ 
ity but no authority. Therefore they 
resigned. 
Give Out Maximum 
“Since their resignation, there has 
been more th an 50 added employes. 
On February 1. 1935, the num ber of 
employes working at Beaver was 101 
in the relief division. 35 in the fin ­ 
ancial division and 24 in the work 
division. This, when combined with 
postage and supplies, makes a total 
overhead or budget of $15,776 per 
m onth. 
“The relief load is now 6.800 cases, 
with 2.500 cases on the RWD, leav­ 
ing an actual case load 
of 
4.300 
direct relief cases to be cared for. 
“No consideration is being 'given to 
the cost or to who pays

Let these groups in turn unite 
with each other to form masses, as 
at the foundation of the house. 
Use of too many single specimen 
plants on the lawn, especially on 
small areas, tends to clutter up the 
lawn and make the area appear even 
smaller. Two or three well-chosen 
and well-placed specimen plants are 
generally sufficient on the average 
home grounds. 
Tall shrubs can be used to em­ 
phasize certain important 
points, 
such as entrances and corners of 
the house. This will give varied 
height to the planting and what is 
kno\\m as “skyline.”

Artistic oil cloth is to be found 
in many shops today. It is made in 
all kinds of patterns to suit any 
color scheme. There are designs that 
look like quaint chintzes, ginghams, 
and patch ^ork; other have Joyous-

ly colored flowers. Some shops will 
pink the edge of the oil cloth which 
gives an attractive finish for a table 
or shelf cover. 
Oil cloth has many uses. When the 
wall finish is not easily washable, a 
piece of oil cloth tacked back of the 
sink is easily ^Iped and thus saves 
much hard work, Miss Drury re­ 
minds. Pasting oil cloth on cupboard 
shelves makes them easy to take 
care of. Also when pasted to the bot­ 
tom of kitchen drawers the home­ 
maker find them easier to 
keep 
clean. 
It makes a good wall finish for a 
kitchen. Besides being easily cleaned 
the cloth back helps in preventing 
plaster cracking or the cracks from 
showing. 
Suitable colors and designs should 
be chosen according to the use and 
place. Warm colors turn north rooms 
into pleasant cheerful 
workshops, 
while a cool color scheme is to be 
preferrjed for a southern or western 
exposure. Miss Drury concludes.

Eludes Police 
For 30 Years, 
Caught At 79 


Brother Of U. S. Magnate’s 
Wife Goes To Jail 
At Last

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Exhaustion 
O U. S. Oil 
Resources Is Near, French 
Expert Reports To Europe

PARIS, Feb. 8,—America will be 
confronted within the next decade 
with the problem of how to obtain 
oil for its navy, it is asserted by An­ 
toine Zischka, French statistician, 
after a tour of the world investti- 
gating the oil situation. 
America’s oil resources are far 
nearer exhaustion than the Ameri­ 
can public realizes, he told the In­ 
ternational News Service. 
The U. S. Supreme Court decision 
on production regulation constitu­ 
tionality gave the signal for“hot oil” 
to pour forth at renewed vigor in 
Texas and unintentionally hastened 
this zero hour, he said. The Sup­ 
reme Court decision was significant 
news in French chancellories. 
He pointed out that the main 
powers, principally Great Brintain, 
possess enormous oil resources of 
their own which these governments 
do not permit to be tapped so as to 
be certain of a future supply in case 
of emergency. Meanwhile they buy 
from the U. S. 
Vast foreign owned oil posses­ 
sions in the United States are be­ 
ing operated 
at 
capacity, 
while 
similar properties on the territories 
of European nations concerned are 
being left idle, he emphasized. He 
declared this was a deliberate pol­ 
icy of exhausting America’s supply 
so as to keep their own intact. 
Zischka’s latest book, “The Secret 
War for Oil,” only recently pub­ 
lished, has gone into its seven­ 
teenth translation today. Although 
not yet published 
in America, it 
became a “big seller” in Europe, 
w'here question of oil suppliies is a 
matter of prime importance. 
The 
German government tried to force 
Zischka to remove a reference to 
itself in the book, no matter where

published, under an enforced threat 
of suppressing it in Germany. 
In 
this book Zischka predicts 
that toward 1940 the United States 
will be forced to buy its oil from 
foreign countries because of the 
virtual free play given competitive 
business interests. 
He 
compares vast 
Persian 
oil 
holdings of a British company with 
oil lands held by the same firms in 
the United States, and how the for­ 
mer are not being utilized, where­ 
as the latter are being worked at 
high pressure. 
American law and self-interest of 
American oil magnets are helping 
this exhaustion along, Zischka de­ 
clared. 
He recalled the warning issued 
by a geological department of the 
United States government at Wash­ 
ington in 1922. Even then, he said, 
it was pointed out in this state­ 
ment that there was danger of 
America exhausting its oil resources, 
which should last two centuries, in 
the short space of 18 years. 
Since that year the waste of Ame­ 
rica’s oil heritage has continued at 
increasing gait, Zischka said, until 
it now constitutes a major problem, 
and in a few years wrill become a 
tremendous handicap to America’s 
navy.

Unless a change is made in the 
program revised by President Roose­ 
velt’s economic security committee, 
the house ways and means commit­ 
tee was told, many states face back­ 
breaking taxes. 
Enormous Cost 
Fear that state governments, con­ 
fronted 
with 
an 
enormous cost, 
would deny benefits to the aged at 
least until prosperity is restored, was 
freely expressed by those members 
of congress who are fighting for di­ 
rect federal grants. 
Under the administration’s plan 
the federal government would match 
state contributions, 
but 
not 
pay 
more than 50 per cent, and not 
more than $15 a month, for each 
pensioner. In many states, partic­ 
ularly in the south and west, mem­ 
bers of congress say, taxes would 
have to be doubled to provide $30 
a month pensions to all of the aged.

Natural Gas Supply 
May Last 100 Years

HARRISBURG — Based 
on 
the 
present production and consumption, 
Pennsylvania’s supply of natural gas 
will be exhausted in 100 years, and 
the beginning of the decline may be 
noticeable within 25 years, accord­ 
ing to a statement made today by 
Dr. H. Ashley, head of the bureau 
of topographic and geologic survey 
in the Pennsylvania Department of 
Internal Affairs. 
The prediction of the state geol­ 
ogist, of course, was based on the 
knowledge of existing fields. 
Dis­ 
covery of new fields in the common­ 
wealth would necessarily change the 
e. imate. 
Dr. Ashley said that the finds in 
northern 
Pennsylvania in 
recent 
years added to the state’s supply, 
but that the heavy flow of some of 
the wells indicates that gas cannot 
come from them for long periods. 
Drillings are being carried on at 
other points in the northern tier 
of counties, he added, and some of 
these may add interesting develop­ 
ments to the commonwealth’s nat­ 
ural gas history. 
Had Pennsylvania conserved its 
gas in the early days, Dr. Ashley 
pointed out, the supply would have 
lc rteC far beyond the estimated 
100-year period. 
He said that it 
would probably be safe to say that 
up to the year 1900 over 90 per 
cent of the gas obtained in Penn­ 
sylvania was wasted through open 
flow from wells, leakage in pipe 
lines and through inefficient use. I 


Between 1900 and 1920, the geolo­ 
gist said, the loss was reduced to 
about 80 per cent, and that since 
the latter year a big improvement 
in gas conservation has been noted. 
“The curve of production of nat­ 
ural gas in Pennsylvania is too ir­ 
regular and has been maintained at 
too high a level,” declared 
Dr. 
Ashley, “to form an accurate basis 
for «stimating the reserves in the 
ground. 
However, a most optimis­ 
tic estimate w'ould give 100 years as 
the life of the field, allowing an 
average decline of 100,000,000,000 cu- 
b: feet each year.”

Economist Says U. S. Popu 
lation Will Be Stationary 
By 1960 


COUNTRY MUST BE 
GEARED TO CHANGE

dent Roosevelt's land plan takes into 
consideration an American popula­ 
tion tendency for which few* scien­ 
tists have made the slightest allow ­ 
ance in their search for causes of 
the depression of the last five years. 
Yet it looks as if it were a mighty 
im portant consideration. 
Increase of population is slowing ; 
down. 
There still is some increase, but, 
with each succeeding year, there is , 
a shrinkage in the annual percent- 
age of increase. 
j 
Professor Oliver E. Baker of the j 
agriculture departm ent’s bureau of 
economics, the country's foremost 
authority on the subject, estimates 
t hat, by 1960, or only 25 years hence 
America’s population v/ill arrive at 
a constant of about 139 millions; 
thenceforward the death rate will 
equal the birth rate. 
* 
* 
* 
READJUSTMENT NECESSARY 
This will be all right, says Profes­ 
sor Baker, if Americans have read­ 
justed their economics to suit chang­ 
ed conditions. 
China, for example, has a station­ 
ary population of a by no means 
satisfactory sort. 
It is stationary 
because it has reached its subsist- j 
cnee limit. It Still strives to increase j 
itself, but it c a n t accomplish it; 
surplus babies immediately die. 
America’s population, if it stops 
increasing in 1960, will have remain­ 
ing resources sufficient for twice as 
many more inhabitants. 
But, points out Professor Baker, 
here’s the danger: 
’‘America, throughout its history, 
has geared itself more and more 
strenuously, in an economic sense, to 
support a rapidly growing popula­ 
tion. 
At times population’s growth 
has been so rapid that production 
has had to exert itself to keep pace 
with the growth. 
•‘Then, just after the w?ar, with 
production at an all-time maximum 
and still gaining velocity, the brakes 
were put on in the growth of popula­ 
tion.” 
Immigration virtually was shut 
off. 
The birth rate fell. 
Folk were 
gaining sophistication, for one thing; 
they wanted fewer children. There 
was a gravitation from the farms 
where children are helpful •"as soon 
as they have passed infancy, into 
the cities, where they are a liability 
until they reach near-m aturity. Be­ 
sides, no new foreigners were ar­ 
riving—and they wrere the class 
which, previously, had produced the 
large families. * 
* 
* 
MALADJUSTMENTS 
Professor Baker is too sound an 


economist to admit such a thing as 
over-production, 
mankind's wants 
being limitless, but he recognizes the 
existence of maladjustments. 
Illustratively, although agriculture j 
is advertised as having been over-1 
done, there are many farmers, he 
says, who can’t make adequate liv -1 
ings because they haven’t enough j 
fertile land. 
“Assume the case,” he once re- j 
marked to me, “of a pioneer of three j 
or four generations ago. who squat- I 
ted on a tract, as large as he could 
clear and cultivate, and sufficient to 
[ support his family, in the K entucky! 
or Tennessee highlands. 
With his 
death, it was divided among h is ; 
children; when they died, among 
1 their children. Today there isn’t a 
patch on which a family can grub 
i out better than semi-starvation. Or 
maybe there hasn’t been a complete 
division. Perhaps. nowT and then, an 
heir has loaded himself with debt, 
to pay off his fellow7 heirs, and pos­ 
sible has kept the whole ancestral 
area intact. 
In 
that event, the 
place’s load of obligations makes it 
unprofitable.” 
Professor Baker submits that this 
is a ridiculous situation, in a coun­ 
try wrhich, he foresees, will arrive 
at a stationary population in 1960, 
with three times the resources need- 
c:'. to support it.

* 
SUB-MARGINAL HOLDINGS 
Ridding the countryside of these 
sub-marginal holdings, on which no 
occupant can make a decent living, j 
no m atter how hard he tries, is the | 
purpose of the presidential program, j 
evolved by the land planning com- i 


mittee of the national resources 
board. 
Eviction isn’t contemplated; the 
idea is to transfer the tiller of a 
hopelessly unprofitable patch to a 
profitable one—and to re-commit the 
unprofitable one to nature; trees or 
pasturage or whatever it’s fitted for. 
And, after all. agriculture is the 
foundation of the industries. 
If it 
prospers, they prosper. 
The scheme is somewhat too basic 
to have a spectacular appeal. 
Nevertheless, it makes sense, fully 
analyzed. 
As Professor Baker puts 
it, a country with three times the 
resources it requires, to support its 
inhabitants, certainly should be able 
to support them. 
The solution seemingly isn’t mere­ 
ly temporary, either. 
’ If the experts are right, popula­ 
tion and resources approximately 
have found their respective perma­ 
nent levels.

The Marveling of (he People 
That a Spirit-filled church is its 
own best advertisement is evident 
here at Pentecost. No more can 
such a church be hid than could 
Christ: 
“This was noised abroad 
and the multitude came together, 


and they were all amazed and m ar­ 
veled, saying one to another, What 
meaneth this?” Thus the way was 
prepared for the message of power. 
The Message of Peter 
Peter became the spokesman for 
the Spirit’s message of power on 
Pentecost. After a brief defense of 
the church from the mockery of un­ 
belief he launched into a declaration 
of the mystery they were beholding 
as a fulfillment of the prophesies of 
their own scriptures: "This is that 
which hath been spoken through 
the prophet Joel: 
I will pour forth 
my Spirit upon all flesh.”
